ROME, April 23 (AP).--Surren-

SOME OPPOSITION 
TO HIGH SURTAX 
UN LOW INCOME 


Congressmen Decline De- 
tailed Comment, | How- 
ever, Till Hearing on 
Treasury Plan,

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP). 
~Evidence appeared today of de- 


veloping opposition to the Treas- 
ury’s drastic plan for collecting 
from two to six times as much in- 
come tax from persons in the low 
and middle brackets as heretofore. 

Part of a program to raise $3,- 
600,000,000 in new Federal revenue, 
the Treasury proposal would ‘im- 
pose a schedule of new and higher 
surtaxes on everyone who pays any 
income tax. 

Effect of the Plan, 

The Treasury surtax schedule, it 
was reported authoritatively, al- 
ready has met opposition in the 
staff of the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation, at least as to some de- 
tails, 

This also was said to be the case 
with some members of the House 


After the Treasury program was 
submitted at the committee’s 
closed meetings Monday and yes- 
terday, several committee mem- 
bers hinted that they were not en- 
thusiastic about Some of the pro- 
posed surtax rates, especially those 
applying to the lower incomes. 
They declined to comment for pub- 
lication on the Treasury plan until 
it is announced o by Sec- 
retary Morgenthau at public hear- 
ings, starting tomorrow. 

The plan, if adopted, would have 
the effect of putting a rate as 
high as 16.5 per cent on the $2000 
bracket of taxable income, com- 
pared with the present rate on this 
bracket of 4 per cent, plus 10 per 
cent of that tax added as a special 
defense levy. 

In figuring the normal, or basic, 
income tax of 4.4 per cent (4 per 
cent plus 10 per cent for defense), : 
a 10 per cent earned income credit 
is allowed. But in computing the 
proposed ii per cent surtax on 


| the first $2000 bracket, no earned 


income credit would be deductible. 

The first tax applied in the $2000 
bracket, therefore, would be 12.1 
per cent (11 per cent surtax plus 
10 per cent defense levy). The 4.4 
per cent normal tax would become 
effective on amounts exceeding 
the earned income credit, to make 
the total tax on the femainder of 
the $2000 come to 16.5 per cent. 

An Example Is Given. 

For example, a childless married 
pair with a net income from &al- 
ary or wages of $2500, would have 
a personal exemption of $2000, 
leaving $500 taxable. The surtax 
would be 12.1 per cent of $500 or 
$60.50. The normal tax would be 
44 per cent of $250. ($500 minus 
earned income credit of 10 per 
cent of $2500) or $11. The total 
tax, which includes the 10 per cent 
defense levy, would bé $71.50. 

It was estimated that these high- 


@|er rates would yield an estimated 


$1,517,100,000 of the new revenues 
sought. Other levies would pro- 
duce the remainder. 

In normal times, surtaxes cause 
mo. concern to income taxpayers 
in the lower brackets. At present 
avi individual must have a taxable 
income of more than $4000 before 
he pays a surtax. If the Treasury 
program is adopted, however, the 
surtax and the basic tax would ap-

WASHINGTON, April 23. — In 
an obvious move to strengthen 
morale in this country and in the 
British Empire, President Roose- 
velt asserted at his press confer- 
ence late yesterday that victory 
in the present war would not be 
won by a single sea or land battle 
—or in the Bastern Mediterran- 
ean. 

He promised there would be no 
diminuation of American defense 
aupplies to Britain, but when 
asked whether this brought up 
consideration of American convoys, 
he replied that he had never lived 
in Delphi, meaning that he was 
mot an oracle. 

At first the President had de- 
clined to answer questions about 
British reverses or possible Ger- 
man advances, but when the cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Daily 
News, of which Secretary of the 
Navy Frank Know 
asked if he had received reports 
from American officials in Lon- 
don about the European situation, 
he said so many reports were com- 
ing in it was hard to tell what 
should be made public, because 
what was true today might not be 
true tomorrow. 

On Extremes of .Emotion. 

After pausing to arrange his 
thoughts, he continued that if the 
American people read history they 
ought not to go on a pinnacle of 
hope one day because of a sea fight 
off the Italian coast and go down 
into the depths of despair the next 
because of an Axis advance in 
Greece. 

The people are beginning to real- 
ize, he asserted, that the war won't 
be won by one sea fight or one 
land battle or in the Eastern Med- 
iterranean but by the keeping in 
existence the main defense of de- 
‘mocracy, and that’s England.

Asked to comment on young 
Johnson’s entrance into the race, 
the President said that first, it 
was up to the State of Texas to 
elect its own Senator; that sec- 
ond, cbviously he could not take 
part in a primary; and that third, 
Lyndon was a very old and very 
close friend of his. He jokingly 
warned reporters not to tie the 


‘three points together.. 


This brought general laughter 
from the conference, and when a 
reporter asked if any of the other 
candidates were old and close 
friends, he quickly replied that the 
congference was not a comparative 
meeting. 

Johnson, a protege of Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, gave yeoman serv- 
ice in the 1940 campaign and is 
credited with having helped win 
many Democratic seats in the 
House. He is 33 years old and is 
regarded as a power in House 
Democratic circles. | 

The President began the press 
session by announcing that he was 
calling a national conference on 
nutrition for May 26 to 28, to be 
held under the direction of Fed-

“Once more, British war-mon- 
gering has committed an error in 
calculation,” the paper said, “and 
there is still somebody on the 
other side of the ocean who ' is 
founding and building its war- 
mongering on the cardboard vic- 
tories of British propaganda.” 

Before the capitulation, the pa- 
per said three divisions totaling 
about 60,000 men, formed the Greek 
rear guard for nine other divisions 
retreating beyond Perati toward 
the Kalamas and Kalibaki rivers, 
where the Greeks stopped the Ital- 
ians last fall. / 

The Greeks already have lost 
tens of thousands of men killed or 
taken prisoner and thousands of 
artillery pieces, and automatic 
arms along the route of retreat, 
Gayda wrote. 

The official announcement said 
the collapse of the Western Greek 
army came just seven days after 
the Germans joined the Italians in 
a combined Balkan offensive. - 

(This referred apparently to 
combined efforts of the Axis forces 
after joining their front in Yugo- 
slavia.)

1000 PLANES SENT 
FROM U. S., CANADA 


LONDON, April 23 (AP).—Lord 
Beaverbrook, British Minister of 
Aircraft Production, told the House 
of Lords today that “nearly 1000 
assembled American and Canadian 
aircraft have been Handed over 
to the R. A. F.” 

“There has been, of course, a 
steady drain on our shipments of 
aircraft by sea from America due 
to losses in convoy,” Beaverbrook 
acknowledged. “Up to this mo- 
ment we have only lost one air- 
craft.on the (aerial) ferry service 
between America and this coun- 
try.” 

That plane, he said, was the 
one in which Sir Frederick Bant- 
ing, co-discoverer of insulin, was 
killed in Newfoundland Feb. 21. 

Beaverbrook said the British Ad- 
miralty had received “within the 
last few days 95 aircraft by sea, 
355 tons of airplane parts and 326 
engines.” 

May Fly Fighters Over. 

Of the air ferrying system, he 
said “it is quite possible we shall 
be able to fly some of our fighters 
before long by a route somewhat 
different from that taken by 
bombers.” 

The House cheered when he as- 
serted that “we have already im- 
mense American deliveries,” and 
that “many of these American ma- 


chines are in operational use— 


very many.” 

Describing the American-made 
planes, Beaverbrook said, “I had a 
thrill the other day standing on an 
airfield with the American Am- 
bassador when the first Liberator 
arrived in Great Britain. It is a 
very big airplane, faster than the 
Stirling and carries a fine bomb 
load. 

“As to the Tomahawk, the Air 
Marshal who uses it told me the 
other day how pleased he was with 
it. There also is the Catalina, 
which has a splendid range and a 
most reliable engine.” 

Beaverbrook said that “another 
American machine, the Glenn Mar- 
tin, is doing excellent service in the 
Middle East,” and that the “Brew- 
ster-Buffalo is a most excellent 
machine which our navy is very 
glad to have. Admiral Lyster tells 
me pilots are delighted with its 
performance.” Beaverbrook added 
that “the Hudson, too, is a most 
admirable airplane.” 

New Types of Planes. 

“Five new types of engines have 
been brought into use, of which 
the Sabre is perhaps the greatest 
engine produced,” he said. 

Beaverbrook said that the rec- 
ord March output of warplanes 
was “two and a half times the 
production of March of last year 
and exceeded our target program.” 

“Of five principal operational 
types, we have reserves now in 
storehouses scattered far and near 
— reserve total equal-to the total 
operational strength. That is, 100 
per cent reserve.” 

“Do not suppose that we are 
satisfied with this reserve,” the 
Minister of Aircraft Production 
added. 

“We think the R. A. F. is en- 
titled to-a reserve of 200 or even 
300 per cent and that ought to be 
the object and purpose of the air- 
craft industry.” ; 

The Aircraft Minister said “dis- 
persal. of production has been 
carried out on a very daring ba- 
sis” in England. “One plant alone, 
which used to occupy a single 
site,” he said, “now is scattered 
over five counties and 42 different 
centers.” 

For that reason, he said, Ger- 
man claims of bombing airplane 
factories have “turned out to be 
nothing at all because our facto- 
ries have gone away.”

SENATE DEFEATS 
STEP TO EARMARK 


~STATE SALES TAX 


Constitutional Amendment 
Was Proposed to Grant 
Right to Limit Returns 
to Old-Age Pensions.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 23.— 
The Quinn resolution for the sub- 
mission of a constitutional amend- 
ment to permit the Legislature to 
earmark sales tax revenue for old- 
age pensions was defeated in the 
Senate this afternoon, The vote, 
18 to 13. 

Under the proposal, State school 
fund could have been deprived of 
its one-third of the sales tax 
money, the total of which is now 
about $24,000,000 a year, and pro- 
vision for relief funds and aid to 
dependent children, as well as the 
financing of all other State activ- 
ities would have had to be taken 
care of with other funds. 

Senator William M. Quinn, Lewis 
County, author of the resolution, 
had a similar proposal before the 
Legislature two years ago, but it 
was defeated. In the form in 
which he introduced it, this year, 
it provided the earmarked funds 
could go to old-age pensions, relief 
and aid to dependent children, but 
the committee on constitutional 
amendments reported a substitute 
resolution limited to old-age pen- 
sions. 

The resolution was defeated on 
a motion to adopt the substitite.

NAVY BLIMP FORCED DOWN 


Senator Says Key Defense 


Industries Will Have to| 


Shut Down if Mining Is 
Not Resumed. 


_ WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP).— 
The Senate Defense Investigating 
Committee asked John L. Lewis 
and representatives ‘of Northern 
and Southern operators of soft coal 


mines today to appear before it on 
Friday unless rhine operations have 
been resumed by then. 

Chairman Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, nade the request in tele- 
grams to Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers; L. T. -Put- 
man of the Southern Operators’ 
Wage Conference, and Charles 
O’Neil of the Northern operators. 

The telegrams said the commit- 
tee had been informed that “un- 
less supplies of coal are replen- 
ished at once through the resump- 
tion of mining . operations, ~steel 
mills, shipyards and other key in- 
dustries vital to production for de- 
fense will have to be shut down 
with a consequent dislocation of 
the entire program for which the 
American people are making so 
many. sacrifices and on which the 
future of the nation may depend.” 

The committee also arranged a 
personal inspection tour of Fort 
George G. Meade in Maryland, as 
a step in its inquiry into the 
army’s cantonment program. 

Congressman Vinson  (Dem.), 
Georgia, asserted meanwhile that 
certification of the coal mining 
stoppage to the Defense Mediation 
Board “would show up the board 
as being without power” since it 
could not compel the disputants to 
come together. : 

Vinson made the statement to 
the House Rules Committee during 
a request for legislative right of 
way for his bill to require a 25- 
day “cooling off” period before de- 
fense strikes could occur and_to 
“freeze” existing open and closed 
shop arrangements in. defense 
plants. 

He quoted Lewis as saying he 
would not “mediate” and by that 
action would nullify the Defense 
Board’s power, — 

“Under this will, you could force 
two sides together,” Vinson said. 

Before its departure today, the 
defense inquiry committee heard 
that the identical principles of mo- 
bile, armored warfare employed so 
successfully by the Nazi army in 
Europe have been taught in the 
General Staff School at Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kan., since 1932. 

Lieut. Col. A. R. Wilson, at- 
tached to the General Staff, said 
he had instructed classes in these 
tactics.

Announcement that the laborers 
and hodcarriers would strike 
support of their demand for an 
crease from their present 
87% cents on hour was made 
week by Orville Golden, secretary 
of Laborers’ Local 42, in a letter 
to the Master Builders’ Association 
following rejection of the demand 
by contractors. The strike would 
not affect existing work, which is 
to be finished by agreement at 
present wage scales. 

Discussion of the wage demand 
has been carried on for several 
months, with contractors pointing 
out that in only two cities, New 
York and Chicago, do building la- 
borers and hodcarriers receive $1 
an hour. In seven other large 
cities the wages for this class of 
labor ranges from 75 cents an hour 
in Cincinnati to 90 cents in Cleve- 
land. In rejecting the demand, 
contractors say they have consid- 
ered all the local factors, including 
supply and demand for labor and 
living costs. 

The demand includes laborers 
classified as wreckers, whose wage 
is now 61% cents an hour. Em- 
ployers offerec to increase the 
wrecking scale to 75 cents an hour, 
while rejecting the general dé 
mand. ' 

On receipt of the threat to strike, 
R. L. Murphy, manager of the Mas- 
ter Builders’ Association, notified 
Golden that contractors desired to 
exercise their right of arbitration 
under a 1938 agreement with the 
union. A strike of hodcarriers and 
laborers would tie up all building 
construction in the metropolitan 
area. There are about 3000 mem- 
bers in three AFL locals in the 
city and county.

SPEED-UP PLAN

Senate Committee to Hold 


Up All Appropriations 
for Study of Missouri's 


By a Staff Correspondent of ia 
Post-Dispatch. 

N CITY, April 23.— 
Solution of the muddled problem 
of financing adequately the 
State’s social security program for 
the next two years is apparently 
going to be left up to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, which 
has yet to give any consideration 
to the matter. 

The committee has decided to 
withhold action on the remaining 
appropriation measures until they 
have all been passed by the House 
and the entire spending program is 
laid before it. In this way the 
committee will be in a position 
to study all proposed expendittures 
and to trim them to fit anticipated 
revenues for the biennium. 

The Senate committee also will 
be able to determine where cuts 
and economics should be made in 
governmental expenses in order to 
provide sufficient revenues to meet 
the needs for old-age pensions, di- 
rect relief and aid to dependent 
children. 

Pending Bill. 

The pending social security ap- 
propriation bill, prepared by Chair- 
man William B. Weakley of the |. 
House Appropriations Committee, 
carries a total of $31,500,000 in 
State funds for the program, or 
$12,922,000 less than what the State 
Social Security Commission has 
declared it would need for the 
1941-42 biennium. 

The House undoubtedly will in- 
crease the amount proposed in the 
Weakley bill, particularly the ap- 
propriation for old-age pensions, 
because they pack the biggest po- 
litical wallop. The proposed ap- 
propriations of $6,000,000 for relief 
and $3,500,000 for child aid may 
not be increased materially, as 
these forms of assistance are not 
as important politically ag pensions 
and are, therefore, none too pop- 
ular with legislators. 

Weakley has said that any in- 
creases granted for pensions, re- 
lief or child aid will have to be 
made at the expense of the schools 
or other State departments and 
functions. The House yesterday 
voted $31,000,000 for the schools 
or $3,200,000 more than they re- 
ceived last biennium, which means 
that unless the Senate cuts the 
school funds the cuts will all have 
to be made in other State depart- 
ments, 

Action Month Away. 

The Weakley approprition bill is 

still pending before his committee 
and the other measures appro- 
priating State general revenues 
have either been introduced just 
recently or are in the process of 
drafting. The Senate Committee 
will probably not get all the bills 
for another month, and cannot 
start its work of solving the spend- 
ing problem until then. 
The State Social Security Com- 
mission and members of legisla- 
tive appropriations committees met 
yesterday with Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell for a_ discussion of the 
pension and relief funding prob- 
lem, but no decision was reached 
as to how necessary funds should 
be provided and allocated. 

William T. Nardin of St. Louis, 
vice-chairman of the commission, 
asserted cuts of more than 25 per 
cent would have to be made in 
— relief and child aid under 
terms of the Weakley bill. 

He declared it was the com- 
mission’s opinion that the number 
of ineligible persons receiving pen- 
sions was negligible. Other states, 
he said, have laws requiring rela- 
tives to support needy members of 
their families and requiring local 
contributions toward the payment 
of the assistance, which tend to 
keep down the number of recip- 
ients. No suggestion or recom- 
mendation was made at the confer- 
ence that such laws be adopted in 
Missouri, 


$62,000,000 RESERVE FUND 
FROM STATE JOBLESS PAY TAX 


Director of Missouri Commission 
Says This Would Provide $77 
Each for 800,000 Eligible Workers, 
A $62,000,000 unemployment com- 
pensation reserve fund has been 
accumulated since 1939 through 
the collection of payroll taxes, 
Harry G. Waltner Jr., director of 
the Missouri Unemployment Com- 
pensation Commission, said yes- 
terday in discussing the commis- 
sion’s work before the Executives’ 
Club of St. Louis at Hotel Statler. 

This reserve, he said, would pro- 
vide only $77 to each of 800,000 
workers in Missouri who are po- 
tential recipients of unemployment 
benefits. Waltner conceded, how- 
ever, that it was impossible such 
a demand would be made simul- 
taneously. Maximum compensa- 
tion under the law is $180 annual- 


ly. 

Industrial conditions have im- 
proved so in Missouri since 1939 
that there has not been a normal 
labor turnover, he said. Place- 
ment activities of the commission 
put 85,000 to work in private indus- 
try last year, Waltner said, and 
serve both industry and labor, of- 
fering a supply of qualified work- 
ers for various types of industry. 
He estimated unemployment com- 
pensation benefits in 1941 would 
total $7,000,000 as compared with 
$8,000, 000 in 1940 and sap sgh in 
1939.

Continued From Page One. 


yards and power plant burst into 
a mass of flames as armor-piercing 
shells crashed into underground oil 
deposits. 

As sheets of fire spurted high 
into the sky, salvos crashed into 


the Axis naval headquarters build- 
ings, destroying them as though 
they had been made of cardboard. 

The surprise bombardment of 
Italy’s heaviest fortified African 
possession, once the base of Tripoli 
pirates and now the jumping-off 
Place of Hitler’s legions moving 
against Egypt, opened a few min- 
utes after a wave of bombers gave 
TripoHi one of the severest bom- 
bardments of the war. 

Huge, darkened British battle- 
ships, cruisers and destroyers, 
faintly silhouetted in the moon- 
light, splashed quietly through a 
calm sea, maneuvering around a 
network of mines, until they came 
within point-blank range of the 
harbor. 

I stood on a signal deck and 
then on an emergency conning 
tower for fully 90 minutes before 
the shelling started and watched 
Tripoli’s heavy anti-aircraft guns 
spurt flame, trying to hit bombing 
planes. ; 

Splinters of fire shot into the 
sky. I saw thousands of tracer 
“flaming onions” slither into the 
darkness from defense bases. Red, 
blue, green and white bursts of 
bullets merged into a scene remi- 
niscent of a Christmas tree. 

I saw scores of heavy and high 
explosive bombs crash along the 
Tripoli harborline. Fires mush- 
roomed. Some defense batteries 
which for a time seemed to fire 
from'their circular positions ceased 
and the darkness was_ splashed 
with great patches of ruddy light 
from explosions of British missiles. 

Then the planes dropped thou- 
sands of incendiary bombs and 
flew away. 

The incendiaries provided just 
what the fleet needed. The fires, 
along with long-burning flares, 
rightly -outlined important  tar- 
gets. 

Flashes. from shore batteries 
had ceased, except for two guns, 
by the time the fleet moved into 
broadside position. 

Suddenly, a flash of yellow flame 
flooded from the nearby flagship’s 
15-inch guns. Then came a full 
salvo from the lesser guns. Their 
‘targets were the Spanish fort, 
barracks and warehouses. 

I braced myself, adjusted my 
helmet,, jammed wads of cotton 
in my ears and fastened my life- 
belt. 

In a few seconds, the guns of 
this battleship roared. 

Flames from the four 15-inch 
forward guns swept back through 
the narrow observation slits of 
the conning tower. Bursts of fire 
made the tower as light as day 
and then everything went black 
before my eyes. The darkness 
cleared within a few seconds, jist 
in time for me to catch the flash- 
es of the 45-inch guns. 

At 5:42 o’clock the fleet was done 
with Tripoli—for the present at 
least. 


“Complete Failure,” Rome Radio 
Says of Bombardment. 


NEW YORK, April 23 (AP).— 
The bombardment of Tripoli by 
the British navy and R. A, F. last 
Monday morning was “a complete 
failure,” the Italian radio said to- 
day. 

“The bombardment not only was 
paid for dearly in men and mate- 
rial but also made it necessary for 
several ships to withdrawn 
from more important areas,” said 
the broadcast.

The “Iron Duke,” a bomb-torn 
and shrapnel-punctured mobile tea 
kitchen that was machine-gunned 
or bombed 33 times® in its six 
months of taking tea and food to 


soldiers, fire fighters and civilians 
along the channel coast in Eng- 
land, will go on display on Twelfth 
boulevard between Olive and St. 
Charles streets tomorrow for two 
days. 

The truck, which arrived in New 
York early in February, after its 
departure had been delayed to en- 
able its use in the London fire 
of Dec. 29, has been on a tour of 
the Eastern states to obtain funds 
for the British War Relief Society. 
Its appearance here is under aus- 
pices of Bundles for Britain. 

In addition to its equipment for 
serving tea and food, the truck 
has aboard aesort of war museum, 
including parts of bombs, part of 
a crashed Hurricane fighter, nose- 
cap from a British anti-aircraft 
shell, pierce of German planes and 
part of a silk cord from a German 
parachute. Some of the bomb frag- 
ments are said to have fallen on 
Buckingham Palace, and according 
to the label pasted on the bottle 
containing them, were picked up 
“by the King himself.” 

Hostess for “Iron Duke.” 
Miss Flora Wright of London, 
who has served as driver of simi- 
lar trucks, will act as hostess, serv- 
ing tea to visitors, while the “Iron 
Duke” is in St. Louis. ;

“T trained as a Red Cross am- 
bulance driver in the first few 
months of the war,” she said, “but 
there was nothing doing there, no 
casualties, so J transferred to the 
X. M. C. A. There, the driving 
was under very trying conditions, 
with the blackouts, and all the 
signposts and identifying marks 
removed from the roads in case 
of invasion. I didn’t see much 
bombing, just got in the fringe 
of it, the first two or three weeks. 
“Once, just as I drove the truck 
into camp in the Aldershot Com- 
mand, southwest of London, there 
was an alarm of a gas attack. The 
attack didn’t come, but the men 
had to put on gas masks and 
stood around fuming—they couldn't 
drink the tea with them on.” 
To Return to England. 

Miss Wright plans to return to 
England next month, to resume 
her truck driving or to take what- 
ever work is assigned to her under 
the new conscription law, which 
calls for the drafting of wom2n, 
20 years old or over. She is 21. 

In addition to providing tea and 
hot food for civilians who have 
undergone bombing raids and for 
fire fighters, the truck is equipped 
to provide soldiers with chewing 
gum, razor blades, lemonade, ice 
cream, tobacco and almost every- 
thing sold in an ordinary drug 
store 

More than 600 trucks like the 
“Iron Duke,” have been provided 
by Americans for service in Eng- 
land. Some are of American 
manufacture, some bought in Brit- 
ain with American money. One of 
them costs $1500 equipped and re- 
quires $1000 a year for mainte- 
nance. 

The “Iron Duke” is a British- 
‘made Ford. When it arrived in 
the United States it was on Ital- 
jan tires, one of which still is car- 
ried as a spare.

Both the current and the pro- 
posed income rates include the 10 
per cent defense supertax—or tax- 
on-a-tax—imposed by Congress 
last year. 

In Higher Brackets. 


In addition to the 11 per cent 
rate on the lowest bracket, the 
Treasury proposed: 14 per cent on 
$2000 to $4000; 16 on $4000 to $6000; 
19 on $6000 to $8000; 21 on $8000 
to $10,000; 23 on $10,000 to $12,000; 
25 on $12,000 to $14,000; 27 on $14,- 
000 to $16,000; 29 on $16,000 to $18,- 
000; 31 on $18,000 to $20,000; 33 on 
$20,000 to $22,000; 36 on $22,000 to 
26,000. 

From that point on the rates 
climb upward to 51 per cent on 
$50,000 to $60,000; 57 on $70,000 


to $80,000; 62 on $100,000 to $150,-. 


000; 72° on $500,000 to $1,000,000, 
and 75 on income above $5,000,000. 
The top brackets are the same as 
now. 

A corporation income surtax of 
6 per cent would be added to the 
present normal] corporation rate of 
24 per cent and exemptions from 
the excess profits tax would be 
lowered. The Treasury estimated 
that these two changes would add 
$933,500,000 to revenue. 

By reducing the exemption for 
estate taxes from $40,000 to $25,- 
000 and increasing rates in the 
lower and middle brackets, the 
Treasury estimated that $353,000,- 
000 in new revenue would be ob- 
tained. 

The estate tax plan would start 
on $25,000 instead of $40,000 as at 
present and would stiffen the 
taxes on the middle group. 

On net estates (after deducting 
exemption) up to $5000, the tax 
would be increased from 2 to 4 
per cent, and would rise sharply 
up to $6,000,000 estates. The rates 
on inheritances from $6,000,000 
upward would remain the same, 
ranging from 59 to 70 per cent. 

As a sample of how the pro- 
posed estate tax would work, a 
person who inherited $20,000 more 
than the exemption now pays $600 
but would pay $1800 under the 
Treasury plan. On $100,000 more 
than the exemption, the tax now 
is $9000 and would be $21,000, 

Boosted tobacco taxes would 
yield an estimated $200,800,000 and 
increased liquor taxes $192,200,000. 

All other excise taxes, including 
Many new ones, were estimated to 
produce $842,600,000. Among the 
new taxes were 5 per cent on the 
cost of transporation tickets and 
5 per cent on candy and chewing 
gum. Soft drinks in bottles or 
glasses would be taxed 1 cent.

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STRIKE ‘VIOLENCE 


Contend at Missouri Hear- 
ing It Would Prohibit 
Picketing—House Com- 
mittee Defers Action. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April. 
23.—The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee delayed action last night on 
the Farley anti-strike violence bill 
and the Librach anti-racial and 


religious hatred propaganda bills, 
efter an extended hearing. Both 
bills were laid over for further 
eonsideration. 

The major bill scheduled for 
hearing by the committee was not 
taken up because it was not in 
possession of the committee. This 
was the criminal] syndicalism and 
anti-sabotage bill—House Bill No. 
52—which presumably had been 


. referred to the Judiciary Commit- 


tee but actually had been sent to 
the Committee on Criminal Juris- 
prudence. The bill is slumbering 
im the latter committee. 

The anti-strike violence bill, in- 
troduced by Representative J. W. 
Farley (Dem.), Platte County, met 
eonsiderable opposition from la- 
bor organizations. It would pre- 
went interference by any person, 
with any individual who wants to 
work, notwithstanding a strike, or 
picket line. 

Farley told the committee the 
bill was necessary for national de- 
fense. 

“T recognize the right to strike,” 
Farley said, “but the bill, pat- 
terned after a law adopted in 


Texas, is intended to prevent any 


individual by violence, from pre- 
venting any other person from 
working.” 

R. T. Wood of Springfield, pres- 
ident of the Missouri State Fed- 
eration of Labor, opposed the bill, 
saying it would ber labor from 
peaceful picketing. He asserted it 
was a “contemptible piece of legis- 
lation to shackle the working- 
man.” 

John Rossen of St. Louis, secre- 
tary of the Communist party in 
St. Louis, and several others, 
joined in opposing the bill. Rossen 
asserted it was an attack on the 
rights of labor and an attempt 
to prevent the right to strike. 

The Librach bill, sponsored by 
Representative Max Librach 
(Dem.), St. Louis, is designed to 
prohibit dissemination of propa- 
ganda, or other activities, to pro- 
mote racial or religious hatred.

House Has Still to Act—Fa- 
_vorable Report on Mar- 
riage Test Measure. —

JEFFERSON CITY, April 23.— 
The baby health bill, requiring 
blood tests of expectant mothers, 
was passed in the Senate today by 
a vote of 25 to 8 It is yet to be 
acted on in the House. 

tinder the terms of the act, ev- 


ery person who attends an ¢x- 
pectant mother in an official ca- 
pacity is required to make a syph- 
ilis test of her blood within 20 
days after the first visit. The re- 
sult of the test, if positive, must 
be reported to the State Board of 
Health, where it becomes a confi- 
dential record. 

As amended in the Senate, the 
bill does not provide for treatment 
under State supervision, such a 
provision having been eliminated. 
While in the final form the bill 
does not meet all the expectations 
of physicians and others who ad- 
vocated its passage, it is their be- 
lief that it is a strong forward 
step in combating syphilis in Mis- 


souri. 

‘The bill would prohibit the issu- 
ance of a marriage license in Mis- 
souri until the applicants obtained 
a blood test showing their free- 
dom from venereal disease, or ob- 
tained a physician's certificate at- 
testing to their freedom from all 
venereal disease.

Dutch Indies Willing to Give Japan 
Trade Concessions, but Insists That 
‘Political Demands’ Be Modified 


Great Powers. 


Writer Points Out That Most of Vast Natural 
Resources Have Been Spoken For by Other

What the Japanese want most 
from the Indies are concessions 
and trade. The Japanese mission 
here is asking for concessions of 
three sorts—vil, mining and agri- 
cultural. The trouble is that long 
before Japan undertook to carry 
the New Order to these islands, 
most of the choice oil and mineral 
claims had been staked out by 
Dutch, American, English and 
other non-Japanese interests. 


Have Little of Value. 


The Japanese have an oil con- 
cession in the Island of Borneo, 
with one producing well. They 
own a few rubber plantations and 
have completed an unsuccessful 
cotton-growing experiment in New 
Guinea. Except for various small 
mining concessions of no great 
value, that is about the extent of 
Japanese investment in the natural 
resources of the Dutch Indies. The 
rest of the Japanese stake is rep- 


resented by hundreds of small busi- 
nesses, especially stores and barber 
shops. These are what support 
most of the 7000 Japanese subjects 
living in the Indies, 


The Japanese not only ask for 
concessions, they ask for the right 
to exploit and develop these con- 
cessions with Japanese labor. They 
demand, also, the privilege of ex- 
ploring the outer islands of the 
Indies in search of the vast undis- 
covered resources they suppose 
them to contain. To these pro- 
posals the Dutch are cool. They 
are willing to grant concessions— 
if the Japanese can point out any 
that are not already taken up— 
on the same basis as to other na- 
tionalities. But with a war on and 
Japan allied with the Axis, the 
Dutch are quite unenthusiastic 
about opening their doors to a 
swarm of Japanese prospectors in 
strategic areas vulnerable to at- 
tack. 


‘Political’ Demands. 


These are what the Dutch con- 
sider “political” demands, which 
can be considered only in a very 
modified and “purified” form. They 
feel that Japanese immigration 
should be limited to those whose 
services are vital to Japanese inter- 
prises and whose places could not 
be filled from the millions of avail- 
able native workers.

community. This is a bit too raw 
for the Dutch, who, in these times, 
regard every Japanese immigrant 
as a potential spy. They are ap- 
parently willing to compromise on 
a fraction of the number asked by 
the Japanese. 


The Japanese also request fish- 
ing concessions and the right to 
extend their airlines to this coun- 
try. Here, too, the Dutch reaction 
is one of suspicion.

They 
wonder if the Japanese would en- 
joy having Dutch airplanes with 
Dutch pilots flying over Japan’s 
cities and countryside. 


Buying Many Products. 


From the Indies the Japanese 
would like oil, tin, rubber, copra, 
bauxite (aluminum ore), quinine, 
sugar, coffee, salt and fish. They 
are already purchasing quantities 


of nearly all these commodities, but 
they would be much happier if they 
could win the privilege of exploit- 
ing them through their own com- 
panies, with their own labor. Their 
oil concession may be enlarged 
with Dutch consent. They may 
even obtain the right to work cer- 
tain agricultural areas, if they are 
willing to pay the price. Most of 
the proved mineral depoists are 
already in foreign hands. The In- 
dies have mountains of low-grade 
iron ore and soft coal, but it is 
doubtful if they could be worked 
profitably. 


Until recently, Japan’s chief inter- 
est in the Dutch Indies has been 
trade. For a long time, Japan’s com- 
merce with the Indies has been fa- 
vorable to Japan. Last year, the 
Japanese sold twice as much to the 
Indies as they bought here. The 
peak in Japanese trade was 
reached during the thirties, when 
cheap Japanese textiles and mer- 
chandise flooded the Indies in a 
torrent. The Dutch, alarmed, 
slammed shut their open door and 
put textile imports on a strict qou- 
ta basis. The influx of Japanese 
goods fell off sharply. Since the 
war, the trade regulations here 
have been further tightened and 
now apply to many lines of mer- 
chandise.

Gen. Johnson — 


Suggests Pact 
Against Bombing 
of Cities, With 
Pope as Arbiter. 


By Gen. Hugh S. Johnson 
F all the diabolic insanity of 
counter-bombing’ of metropoli- 
tan civilian populations is the 
ghastliest and most sterile. It is 
the most cherished 
relics and monuments of centuries 
of a common culture, for in the 
prejudiced madness of this crazed 
explosion,.a little remaining san- 
ity will not forget that both Ger- 
mans and Englishmen are, in part 
at least, of a single racial strain 
and the folklore and tribal tradi- 
tions of one are, in some degree, 
a replica of the other—and so are 
many of the monuments of the 
common race now being so heart- 
lessly destroyed by each. 

The truth is that the courage, 
aggressiveness and stubbornness of 
this conflict are largely due to 
the fact that the common war- 
rior blood on both sides is the 
haughtiest, most dauntiess and 
forceful that the world has ever 
seen, There is no use denying 
that, especially by an American. 
The fratricidal strife of our Civil 
War was the deadliest on retdrd, 
up to that timie. We are of the 
same breed. It is not licked until 
its strength is destroyed. But 
couldn’t there be some engage~- 
ment—even at the hot point of 
the war—to stop this senseless 
shedding of civilian blood and ber- 


serk destruction of the footprints 


of both peoples along the path to 
decency over 2000 years. 


Does Not Destroy Morale. 


There is absolutely no military 
value in much of this destruction. 
As an impairment of civilian mo- 
rale (which might, among other 
peoples, be a military asset) the 
record is clear that in both Berlin 
and London the destruction of 
their homes and the “altars of their 
sires” just makes these peoples 
angrier and more bellicose. 


It is easy to see the counter- 
argument. A true military objec- 
tive like a bridge or an airplane 
factory is bombed. Some civilians 
are killed. It is unavoidable. The 
other side immediately says: “You 
killed our women and children, and 
now we are going to kill some of 
yours.” There is another angle: 
“They use the towers of their ca- 
thedrals for observation posts 
which help to kill our soldiers.” 
Or, “If we did not bomb that area, 
they would use our humanity to 
our disadvantage. They would move 
into it at least auxiliary work on 
munitions.” 


And so the monuments of ages 
of their and our own. culture are 
smashed to dust. Now there is a 
threat to destroy the relics of an- 
tiquity in Athens, Rome and Egypt. 
The lives and limbs of inoffensive 
women and children, the aged and 
the sick and helpless in hospitals 
are snuffed out like candles or 
torn to bloody tatters among un- 
bearable suffering and shrieks of 
intolerable anguish. It has no 
military effect whatever except to

Sterling Edmunds on Encouragement to 
Foreign Nations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HARLES A, LINDBERGH has given 

it as his opinion, on several public 

occasions, that President Roosevelt's 
active encouragement and support of cer- 
tain favored foreign nations in their 
conflicts with other foreign nations have 
resulted in extending and prolonging 
these wars. 

This opinion must be shared by many 
others in the United States. It was the 
ppinion widely held concerning our in- 
tervention in the previous great war. 

In the House of Representatives, Feb. 
5, 1941, while the lease-lend bill was 
under debate, Congressman Knute Hill of 
Washington quoted this statement as 
having been made by Winston Churchill 
himself: 

“Legally, we owe the debt to the United 
States (now $5,651,792,208), but logically 
we don’t, and this because America 
should have minded her own business 
and stayed out of the World War. If 
she had done so, the Allies would have 
made peace in the spring of 1917, thus 
saving a million British, American and 
French and other lives and preventing 
the subsequent rise of Fascism and 
Nazi-ism.” 

A few days after this appeared in the 
Congressional Record, the British Em- 
bassy issued a statement asserting that 
it was authorized to say that Mr. Church- 
ill had been misquoted. 

I have recently been personally as- 
sured by William Griffin, editor of the 
New York Enquirer, that Mr. Churchill 
did make the statement and that he 
made it to Mr. Griffin in London during 
an interview arranged at Mr. Churchill’s 
request in August, 1936, and published at 
the time. 

Mr. Griffin states that no attempt was 
made to deny the authenticity of the in- 
terview until its republication during the 
time of the debates on the lease-lend bill. 
Mr. Churchill’s denial that he made the 
statement, given by telephone to a Phila- 
delphia newspaper, prompted Mr. Griffin 
to file a little-publicized suit against Mr. 
Churchill in vindication of his integrity 
as a newspaper man. 

The same criticism of the United 
States for its intervention in this war 
has come from France after its desperate 
last-minute call for the “thousands” 

- Of planes which were expected, but 
didn’t come, and we shall probably hear 
it from the fugitives from extinct Yu- 
goslavia, which was promised much, 
but received nothing. 

We may even hear it again from Great 
Britain, and find ourselves not only 
Uncle Shylock, but an asinine Don Quix- 
ote, menaced by disillusioned, embittered 
hostile peoples throughout the globe, as 
the culmination of the presidential fan- 
tasy to bring “freedom from want, free- 
dom from fear, freedom of religion and 
freedom of speech” to peoples “every- 
where in the world.” 

In fact, we will probably wake up to 
find that we, committed to bestow the 
“four freedoms” so generously upon peo- 
ples “everywhere,” are wholly bereft of 
all of them ourselves.

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THE CASE OF ODELL WALLER. 
Last July a Negro sharecropper named Odell 
Waller shot and killed his Virginia landlord, Oscar 


Davis. The shooting followed an argument over | 


crop shares, and the young Negro said under oath 
that the landlord threatened to kill him and reached 
into his pocket for a gun. The sharecropper’s de- 
fense thus was that he shot in self-defense. 

The trial resulted in Waller’s conviction and a 
sentence of death. However, the jury was all-white 
and 10 of its members were planters. In addition, 
the jury list excluded the majority of the residents 
of the county because as sharecroppers they were 
unable to pay Virginia’s cumulative $1.50 poll tax. 

These circumstances were factors in a stay of 
execution granted the convicted sharecropper last 
December, and more recently the Virginia Court 
of Appeals has granted a writ of error. This has 
had the effect of extending the stay of execution 
until next week, when the appeal will be heard. 

We do not presume to pass on the guilt or inno- 
cence of Odell Waller. It will take a fair trial to 
determine whether he should be made to pay the 
penalty. What is gratifying is that under our sys- 
tem, even when attended by the vicious and un- 
democratic poll tax, an obscure sharecropper can 
have the benefit of a judicial process which allows 
him the right of appeal and a hearing before judges 
removed from the scene of his conviction. 

Contrast this with the way luckless minorities are 
treated in dictator-run Europe! 
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A VICIOUS BILL PERFECTED IN THE HOUSE. 

The Missouri Legislature’s ability to approve 
undesirable bills and function in sloppy fashion was 
fully typified Monday when the House perfected 
a measure for election rather than appointment of 
the members of the Public Service Commission. 

A quorum was lacking, but this elemental provision 
of parliamentary law is frequently ignored in the 
House in the perfection of bills, by the simple device 
of omitting mention of it in the journal. Most of the 
members voting didn’t know what the bill was about. 
The bill wasn’t explained, or even identified as to 
general purpose. Naturally, there was no debate. Sev- 
eral members asked the Speaker to tell them some- 
thing about the measure, but no answer was given. 

The purpose of this measure, now on the calendar 
for third reading and passage, is of tremendous im- 
portance to all the citizens of Missouri, even if their 
legislators dun’t know what it is about. 

The Public Service Commission, created by the 
Legislature in 1913 and modeled on the New York 
body, has vast responsibilities. It has jurisdiction 
over all utilities and most transportation facilities, 
and regulates their rates except in the instances 
where this function has been taken over by. the 
Federal Government. Its five members are appointed 
by the Governor. What would. it mean if they were 
elected, as the bill provides? 

Immediately, every railroad, bus line, truck line, 
street railway, gas company, telephone company, 
every light, heat and power company and water com- 
pany operating in Missouri will have a powerful 
incentive to plunge into State politics. Missouri 
has had enough experience with utilities in polities 
to know the possibilities of corruption in such a set- 
up. Yet the companies would be invited by this bill 

to put up or back candidates to seek special privi- 
leges for them, or at least to represent their point 
of view rather than that of the public.

After a close-down of three weeks, men may be 


digging again in the soft coal mines any day now. 
At least John L. Lewis, president of the United 


Mine Workers, said that the ending of the strike 
would be a matter of only two or three days once 
the Southern operators resumed negotiations. And 
this they did yesterday at the specific request of 
the President of the United States. 

The necessity for White House intervention—just 
as there began to be talk’ of fuel rationing in the 
defense industries—commands new attention for 


‘this strike which, no matter how it began, is not so 


much the usual capital-labor dispute as a case of 
employer :vs. employer. . : 

The trouble grew out of the union’s effort to 
obtain a flat $7-a-day scale ih contract renewal 
negotiations at the joint Appalachian wage confer- 
ence in New York, This meant an increase of $1 in 
the Northern mines, $1.40 in the Southern. The 
Northern operators agreed to the increase shortly 
after the strike call, but those from the South bolted 
and set up headquarters in Washington. And bloody 
Harlan began to bleed again. 

Dr. John R. Steelman of the Federal Conciliation 
Service, as well as Lewis, asked the Southerners to 
return to New York. To New York, not only be- 
cause the wage conferences are regularly held there, 
but also because union officials are concurrently 
engaged there in the anthracite negotiations. The 
Southerners’ plea for a sitift to Washington, because 
it is the seat of the Government and of the union’s 
offices, was therefore pretty thin. The change could 
only have made things more difficult. 

But the bolters also had what seemed a more 
imposing argument: the freight differential between 
the two regions. Even the President was impressed. 
He held out the possibility of Federal action to re- 
duce the differential. The Northerners became in- 
dignant. Freight rates made no difference, they 
said, since they were taken into account in the 
price-fixing processes of the Guffey Act. 

Meanwhile, Northern owners and the union, since 


‘they had signed an agreement, were strongly urged 


to get back to work. The operators, however, re- 
fused to do this without a strict union agreement not 
to grant the Southerners a lower scale. Lewis ob- 
viously could not promise this. While there was no 
inclination on the part of the Mine Workers to leave 
some members on strike while others enjoyed the 
fruits of the new contract. The fight was essentially 
between the Northern operators and the Southern 
bolters. The union actually was in the middle. 

And that still was its position when the Southern- 
ers yesterday bowed to the will of the President. | 

It is difficult to see how the UMW can make any 
concession to the Southern rebels without tearing 
up the contract with the majority of the operators. 
That would mean fighing the whole campaign over 
again—something not to be thought of in connec- 
tion with the defense program. 

The alternative seems to be the capitulation of 
the Southerners under threat of a White House 
crack-down. In fact, resumption of the negotiations 
would seem to indicate that this weapon already 
has been used to end a strike of employer vs.

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TWO MORE YEARS OF THE SALES TAX. 

The lower house in Jefferson City has just sent 
two sales tax measures to the Senate. One renews 
the present 2 per cent tax for two more years. The 
Other would put a 2 per cent use tax on automobiles 
bought outside Missouri. A third measure, which 
would impose such a use tax on. all goods ordered 
in Missouri but sent in from another state, has not 
yet been passed. : 

Because there is less regard for the ability to pay 
than in almost any other type of levy, the sales tax 
is particularly obnoxious. However, considering the 
State’s need for revenue, it would be all but fool- 
hardy to expect such a reform now. Gov. Donnell’s 
disapproval of this form of taxation can hardly be 
expected to weigh so heavily with the legislators 
as to cause them to muster the ingenuity and indus- 
try to frame a substitute. 

So, if we are to have another two years of the 
sales tax, it is only sensible to plug such a loophole 
as the one that enables buyers to escape the tax 
on an automobile by purchasing it in an adjoining 
state. By refusing to register a certificate of title, 
it is relatively easy to collect this use tax. 

However, the pending measure, which would. ex- 
tend this levy to other things sent from without 
the State seems unwise. There simply is no prac- 
tical way of collecting it. And it is not a ‘wise policy 
to write unenfercible laws or to levy uncollectible 
taxes.

Love of country is called one of most stirring emotions by New 


York editor; fact that we are now being asked to help England, 
rather than fight for U. S., explains lack of 1917 spirit, he believes; 


this, however, will be remedied, he adds, when convoying begins.

Breathes there the man with soul so dead

HE above is one of the most famous 

poems ever written in any language, 

and one of the most heart-stirring and 
emotion-compelling. 

The main reason why it is such a stirring 
poem is that it appeals to one of humanity’s 
deepest, oldest and fiercest emotions—pa- 
triotism. 

Patriotism began, no doubt, with love of 
and loyalty to one’s own family, back in 
the dim days of the Old Stone Age or 
thereabout. From that point, it must have 
spread out to loyalty to one’s clan or tribe. 
Eventually, patriotism came to mean loy- 
alty to one’s country, and willingness to 
die if necessary in its defense. 

Most of us can still be swayed by ap- 
peals to that emotion, and swayed to the 
depths of our beings. It was that emo- 
tion that fired men of military age and 
other qualifications in 1917-18 to go over- 
seas and fight the Germans. They thought 
they were defending the United States. 

All of which should throW some light, 
we believe, on the question why there is 
so much American apathy toward the 
present war. 

We are in the present war; but we are 
in it short of shooting. Our present lead- 
ers have laid far more stress on the idea 
of helping Great Britain fight off the Ger- 
mans than on the idea of preparing our- 
selves to defend our own country. To many 


a draftee or expectant draftee, this must 
mean that he is to get ready to fight, not 
for his own country, but for another coun- 


Men don’t get emotional over such a pros- 
pect as that. The average, unpolished gent 
likes his own country and dislikes all other 
countries, instinctively. And he doesn’t want 
to fight for some other country. 

Karl Marx came along some 90 years 
ago with the idea that national patriotism 
ought to give way to human brotherhood; 
that men of all nations ought to love one 
another, and hate nobody but the well-to- 
do. That idea has its appeal to some peo- 
ple. But it hasn’t yet shown anywhere 
near the capacity to fire up do-or-die emo- 
tions that patriotism has shown for ages. 
And it hasn’t yet inspired any such soul- 
stirring poem as Sir Walter Scott’s master- 
piece above quoted. 

Hence, we believe, the widespread Ameri- 
can failure to work up a 1917-style war 
fever. The answer seems to us to be main- 
ly psychological. 

It begins to look, though, as if this trou- 
ble, if trouble it be, is going to be reme- 
died fairly soon. 

Debate has begun in Congress on whether 
United States navy vessels shall convoy 
shipments to Great Britain. Our hunch 
is that convoying is going to begin in -the 
administration’s good time, for all the fren- 
zied arguments in Congress, 

When and if that happens, American sea- 
fighters are almost sure to be killed. 

Woodrow Wilson was able to argue that 
we should go into the World War, because 
our people were getting killed at sea by 
German submarines. Our interventionists 
are not yet able to put forth that argu- 
ment. 

But the convoys should remedy that de- 
fect in short order. By starting to con- 
voy, we shall place ourselves in position 
to get some of our people killed at sea by 
German subs, surface raiders and/or bomb- 
ers, 

Thereupon, the old patriotic arguments 
can be hauled out again, and the old war 
fever should mount to 1917-18 temperatures, 
if not higher, in jig time, 


Missouri’s Voters

T seems, now, that you benighted voters 

of Missouri haven't known what you were 
doing the last four years in your support of 
the non-political fish and game setup. 

We don’t want to hurt your feelings, but 
the statesmen in the House of Representa- 
tives are quite put out with’ you. They favor 
a resolution to make you vote again in 1942, 
By that time, you should see the light and 
give the department back to the politicians. 
Maybe you can atone for your sins of last 
November when you voted 2 to 1 against 
political control. 

The legislators feel you were at your 
worst last November. In that same election, 
you voted to take the higher courts and the 
large city Circuit and Probate Courts out of 
politics.

On fish and game, apparently, you were 
influenced by results, In the last four years, 
the Conservation Commission has co-oper- 
ated with all Federal agencies to put on a 
State-wide that is bound to in- 
crease the State’s wildlife eventually, con- 
serve the soil and increase the forested 


tracts of the State. Some 73,000 farmers, 
members of farm youth and other youth 
groups have been called into active co-oper- 
ation. More than 6000 miles of fence rows 
have been conditioned for protection of 
wildlife. 

The commission has co-operated in the 
construction of 6200 farm ponds. And 1,652,- 
000 trees have been distributed. Increas- 
ing the wildlife is a long, slow process of 
encouraging protection of reproduction un- 
der natural conditions. The commission is 
working on that fundamental principle. 

The Missouri conservation amendment 
has attracted such wide attention that six 
states have either adopted it or have it in 
the process of adoption—Colorado, Louisi- 
ana, Washington, Georgia, Florida and 
Maryland, 

Maybe you voters think you should take 
pride in this kind of work and see it 
through to its conclusion. But you were 
mistaken. The main purpose of any State 
department is to give jobs to politicians. 
You are only supposed to pay the taxes. 
Don’t feel too bad. The House is trying

Post-Dispatch Cartoonist Shows 
New York Something New in Art 


Fitzpatrick Display Opens—50 ‘Pictorial Edi- 
torials’ Demonstrate His Mastery of 
Bitter Satire and Sly Humor. 


By HAL BOYLE 

NEW YORK, April 23 (AP).—A 
dry, reticent Midwestern cartoon- 
ist who scrawls American pictorial 
history with a black lumber pencil 
today gave Fifth avenue gallery 
fans something new in the way of 
an art exhibit. 

It consisted of some 50 recent 
political cartoons by Daniel R. Fitz- 
patrick, whose crusading sketches 
in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch have 
won him international fame in art 


circles—and a jail sentence. 

Boldly executed in graphic black 
figures, the cartoons traced with 
alternate bitter satire and sly hu- 
mor the strongly-held views of 
their creator—a hatred of war and 
sham and hypocrisy; deep sympa- 
thy for the downtrodden, the old, 
the helpless; distrust of political 
interventionism abroad. 

One which seemed to many As- 
sociated American Artists’ Gallery 
patrons as most striking, entitled 
“The Diplomats,” showed a group 
of men in formal attire about a 
conference table. Their heads were 
open-mouthed cannon. 

Another depicted a huge iron 
Swastika in the form of a grind- 
stone crushing scores of human 


bodies into streaks of blood la- | 


beled, “liberty, equality, fratern- 
ity.” 

Pitzpatrick, now 49 years old, 
has drawn some 10,000 cartoons in 
his 27. years with the Post-Dispatch. 
Winner of the Pulitzer prize and 
regarded by many as the greatest 
American cartoonist since Thomas 
Nast, he has little sympathy with 
the belief that ‘political cartoons 
no longer are effective in molding 
public opinion, They should serve 
as “pictorial editorials,” he said 
in an interview, adding: 

“The chief weakness of present 
day cartooning lies in a tendency 
toward too much generalization 
and dehydration. Cartoons aptly 
and strongly expressing convictions 
on a given subject are and always 
will be effective.” 

His own cartoons, now held by 
museums, libraries and collectors 
all over the worid, for more than 
a quarter of a century have been 
a potent force in exposing and 
checking unscrupulous _ political 
groups. 

A forthright cartoon published 
last year while the John Nick- 
“Putty-Nose” Brady case was being 
tried in St. Louis brought him a 
fine and a 10-day jail sentence. 
Unchastened, he appealed to a 
higher court—the issue is still un- 
decided — and counter-attacked 
with more cartoons.

ECONOMY RATHER THAN HIGH 
TAXES TERMED DEFENSE NEED 


Head of Missouri Expendiure Sur- 
vey Warns of Possible De- 
structive Effects, 

A sound national economy based 
on economies in government rather 
than high taxes is needed to avert 
destructive effects of high taxes 
and the large public debt on the 
economic structure supporting the 
defense effort, J. R. Baker of Ful- 
ton, Mo., president of the Missouri 
Public Expenditures Survey, de- 
clared in’ an address before the St. 
Louis Advertising Club at Hotel 
Statler yesterday. 

The public is apathetic toward 
new taxes and generally is more 
interested in seeking special privi- 
leges than in inquiring into the 
need for the taxes or asking for 
reductions in expenditures, he 
said. The theory of “soaking the 
rich” is a fallacy, he asserted, de- 
claring that in the end it is the 
consumer who pays. 

Baker said Federal taxes in Mis- 
souri this year will amount to 
about $95,000,000, about the amount 
of expenditures by the State gov- 
ernment for all purposes last year. 
He estimated governmental ex- 
penditures. this year at $29,500, 
000,000, including $19,000,000,000 by 
the Federal Government and $10,- 
500,000,000 by State and local gov- 
ernments. The total, he said, was 
about 35 per cent of the estimated

EDITORS PREDIC 
U.S. WILL ENTER 
WAR ATIVEL 


People Are Against It, but 
World Events Are Forc- 


ing Nation In, ‘Men at 
Convention Say.

NEW YORK, April 23.—America 
at war is the dire future predicted 
for this nation by a representative 
cross-section of newspaper editors 
and publishers gathered in New 
York last night for the annual 
meeting of the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ Association. 

The will of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Americans is against a 
shooting war, say these men whose 
job it is to know what the people 


of America are thinking. But this 
nation’s “rendezvous with destiny” 
wilt lead to war, in the sober, 
fatalistic opinion of men who see 
the course of world events aligned 
against the will of the people. 

“IT don’t think there’s any doubt 
that we'll be in this war actively,” 
said E. C. Hewes, pubiisher of the 
Commercial News in Danville, IIl. 
“We'll either be in it over there, 
or else on this side of the At- 
lantic, protecting South American 


countries.” 

Almost Inevitable, They Agree. 

Hewes, who reported his “neck 
of the woods” overwhelmingly 
against a shooting war, was typ- 
ical of the Many newspaper men 
interviewed. Invariably, with the 
exception of a few Southern edi- 
tors, they testified that public sen- 
timent is unalterably opposed to a 


second A. E. F., yet expressed the 
belief that the course of world af- 
fairs is such that war is almost 
inevitable. 

Amon G. Carter, editor and, pub- 
lisher of the Fort Worth Star 
Telegram, declared that: 

“We can’t sit on our isolation 
and pretend that this war doesn’t 
affect us, It is just as important 
to us as to Great Britain! Any 
war is terrible, but as long as we 
have no way to protect ourselves 
but through war, then I guess 
that’s that.” 

Reed Taft Bayne, executive ed- 
itor of four newspapers in Wis- 
consin and one in Louisiana, sim- 
ply said, “We're in the war now.” 

“People in my districts strongly 
oppose war, and I mean strongly,” 
“They hope to stay 
But there is a realistic fear 
They want to do 
everything possible to help the 
English. The big German popula- 
tion in Wisconsin has made no 
difference in the will of the peo- 
ple to give all aid to Britain.”

TO SUSPEND APRIL 30 


Price in 2-Cent Field Failed 
to Help, Says Publisher. 


BOSTON, April 23 (AP).—The 
Boston Evening Transcript, one 
of New Engiand’s outstanding 
newspapers during its 11l-year his- 
tory, announced at noon today 
that it would auspend —e, 
on April 30. 

Richard N. Johnson, the publish- 
er, said in an editorial statement 
that the paper’s “5-cent price in 


ton field had failed to produce the 
riecessary revenue to continue.” He 
said circulation revenue increased 
after the higher price was institu- 
ted in 1939, but that advertising 
had declined. 

“Ordinarily, when newspaper 
publication is discontinued, the 
public is not notified in advance,” 
Johnson said. “We feel, however, 
that a newspaper ig a public trus- 
tee. As such it should report to 
the public as well as to its stock- 
holders. Our readers and the com- 
munity should be given the same 
opportunity as its owners to pro- 
duce any prompt, sound alterna- 
tive to discontinuance of publica- 
tion.” 

The Transcript’ wag established 
in 1830 in what was then a city 
of 60,000 population.: For more 
than a century the paper was in 
the ownership of one family—the 
descendants of Henry W. Dutton. 
» Until the depression of 1930, the 
Transcript generally was recog- 
nized as one of the most profitable 
newspaper properties in the coun- 
try, but its present owners re- 
ported that much of its revenue 
had -derived from financial adver- 
tising, which dwindled during that 
decade, 


1939, when a group of Boston men 
took over the property from =a 
trustee. Under the leadership of 
Johnson as publisher, they mod- 
ernized the paper, introducing 
“newscope,” which condensed the

Australian Papers Com- 
ment on Action With- 
out Knowledge of Ad- 
visory Council. 


SYDNEY, Australia, April 23 
(AP).—The Sydney Morning Her- 
ald said editorially today the Gov- 
ernment’s decision to call a spe- 
cial session of Parliament to re- 
view the nation’s part in the war. 
was a wise move in view of les- 
sons in Greece and “grave new 
dangers.” 

It was announced today a ses- 
sion probably would be held May 
7. The decision was made after 
communication between cabinet 
members here and Prime Minister 
R. G. Menzies in London. 

Other sections of the press di- 
rected attention to reports that 
troops were moved into. Greece 
‘without knowledge of the Advis- 
ory War Council. 

The Sydney Daily Telegraph 
said the Australian peaple even 
now will find it hard to believe 
that the Government sanctioned 
participation of Australian troops 
in the Greek “adventure” without 
British assurance “that our troops 
were adequately supported.” 

The Melbourne Age said the 
Covernment must explain the ac- 
tion which resulted in the loss 
of the fruits of the Libyan cam- 
paign without compensatory 
gains. 

H. E. Holt, Minister of Labor, de- 
clared “Australia’s war effort will 
fall tragically short of its best un- 
til our strongest national govern- 
ment is formed.” 

“Despite strenuous labor efforts,” 
he said, “highly important Cabinet 
decisions have been delayed weeks, 
even months, because they shuttle 
back and forth between Cabinet 
and Council.” 


Australian Premier Defends Course | 
in Radio Speech. 
LONDON, April 23 (AP).— 
Australian Prime Minister Robert 
G. Menzies, who has been in Lon- 
don for several weeks, told his 
people at home by radio today that 
“to desert the Greeks just as the 
Germans were about to attack 
them would have been one of the 

infamies of history.” 

To criticism of his administra- 
tion for sending Australian Impe- 
rial forces to Greece without con- 
sulting the Australian Advisory 
Council representing all parties, 
Menzies replied: “The reason is 
that the Greek expedition repre- 
sented a major decision of war 
strategy of the highest possible 
order and secrecy. So much was 
this so that discussions in London 
were confined to the War Cabinet 
and did not extend to ministers 
generally.” 

“After anxious consideration,” he 
said, “we all came to the conclus- 
ion that, though assisting Greece 
with soldiers was a hazardous un- 
dertaking, it was one which had 
some real prospects of military 
success. Who could contemplate 
that the great British Empire 
should encourage and cheer the 
Geeks in their resistance to Ital- 
ian aggression and then leave 
them with a shrug of the shoul- 
ders when the German aggressor 
came along? 

“The stark, brutal truth is that 
we cannot win the war without 
losses and, by the last analysis, the 
only means of winning is by kill- 
ing Germans.”

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Axis Thrust in Libya Upset Plan to Send 


Reinforcements From Africa—Greeks 
Fatalists in Uneven Conflict.

IZMIR, Turkey, April 28 (AP). 
—The fact they still are fighting 
in Greece may be attributed to the 
fabulous courage of Allied troops 
with their backs to a wall. 


It is courage in desperate cir- 
cumstances, courage where there 
was no other outlook but to go 
down fighting. 

Greek troops in the field have 
given their lives with the utmost 
gallantry. 

The Royal Air Force; outnum- 
bered 10 to 1, has rallied bravely 
and repeatedly. 

British officers had conceded 
that the Imperial army under Gen. , 
Sir Henry Maitland Wilso, dis- 
patched to Greece in March, was 
scarcely adequate to attempt even 
a defensive struggle against the 
huge German forces unless rein-‘ 
forcements arrived later — after 
Africa had been made secure 


against the Axis. 
Plans Upset. 


But the German thrust in Libya 
upset British plans for reinforce- 
ments—although a small force of 
Poles and other non-British vol- 
unteers reached Greece as late as 
April 15. 

Most Greek divisions were need- 
ec. to defend the Albanian line 
against Italy. What few could be 
spared resisted almost super- 
humanly on the Yugoslav and 
Bulgarian frontiers when the Nazis 
made their initial lunge into 
Greece. 

For nine days they fought there 
while the Anzac brigades of their 
allies fought their way out of the 
Kozane-Katerini sector and the 
British reorganized a line which, 
obviously, did not take full account 
of the dangerous Bitolj gap. 

The exact number of soldiers the 
British landed is a closely guarded 
secret, still, but they seemed to be 
chiefly Anzacs, with some British

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP). 
—Army officials were reported to- 
day to be considering a plan to in- 
duce thousands of seléttive serv- 
ice trainees to remain in uniform 
voluntarily for two years beyond 
the compulsory one-year period.

a few samples of that universally 
favorite shade of green, the color 
of folding money. All in all, every- 
one thought Melton was doing all 
right, except Melton. 

“It was at the peak of a highly 
successful popular career four years 
ago,” Melton reflects, “singing popu- 
lar music and making popular pic- 
tures. And I got fed up with it. I 
didn’t like it any more. I—well—I 
just wasn’t happy. So I quit, and 
decided to establish myself as a 
serious artist. I thought it could be 
done.” 


, Why anyone as easy to look at as Melton would want to 
be a serious artist isn’t quite clear to us, but apparently it was 
one of the things he wanted to do, and he did it. The trans- 
formation from Melton, the lightweight caroler, to Melton, the 
concert artist and grand opera singer, is now pretty generally 
accepted. His short stay in St. Louis, to appear tomorrow night 
in “La Traviata,” is one of a number of serious engagements 
in cities all over the country. As he himself puts it, his career 
as an artist is now “rolling along.”

‘ MELTON’S MUSICAL CAREER began in Moultrie, Ga., 


when he was a saxophone player in his pre-college days. There 
are two schools of thought on saxophone playing as a musical 
art, and Melton belonged to the other one. He gave up the 
sax when he went to the University of Florida to study law, 
and took up singing when the president of the school singled 
him out for singing especially loud in assembly. The president 
intimated that he was not only loud, but good. 

For a while he was the only person Who thought so. After 
a@ little experience at conducting a string ensemble, and a little 
more study, he headed for the Big City in 1927, 

“T didn’t know which way was East when I first went to 
New York,” he admits, and certainly he didn’t eut much of a 
swath at first. No one wanted to hear another ambitious 
young tenor, but once he managed to get himself heard—by the 
simple device of threatening to sing up and down the corridors 
till they’d listen—it was easy. He was taken into Roxy’s Gang, 
joined the Revelers’ quartet, and was caught up by radio 
commercials, personal appearances and movies.

AS A RESULT of all that experience he worked up an 
enormous repertoire. Somewhat given to statistics, he estimates 
he knows 1600 songs, the complete scores of 55 operettas; every 
popular song of the past 15 years, as well as all the old 
chestnuts. 

“I had started the study of opera once before,” he pointed 
out, “but my voice wasn’t sufficiently developed then, and 
anyway the care of a large family had devolved on me and I 
had to make some money. You don’t make much money in 
opera. It’s only window dressing. But it’s background and a 
serious singer needs. it.” 

Melton has time for one hobby. He collects antique 
automobiles. However, don’t rush around to sell him your 
1924 Ford; his antiques have to have kerosene or gasoline 
lights. Among the collection he has a 1909 Model T, the 103d 
Ford built, one with a rear entrance and a border of fringe 
around the roof, a snappy roadster—snappy in 1905 anyway, and 
a 1916 fire engine. Aside from his collection, his main hobby 
seems to be work.

“I WORK HARDER NOW than I’ve ever worked,” he says. 
“Last year, for instance, I made 52 broadcasts on the telephone 
hour, nine guest appearances, 42 concerts and 16 opera perform- 
ances, Last week alone I sang in New York, Los Angeles, Salt 
Lake City, New York again, and now here—which means pretty 
fast moving for an old-fashioned boy.

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Back Neck. 
Infections Can 


Be Dangerous 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


AM asked by one of my read- 
| ers to advise the treatment of a 
small pimple on the back of the 
neck. She has been told that it 
is dangerous and wants to know 
whether that is true or not. 

It is potentially dangerous and 
should be treated with a great deal 
of respect. The back of the neck 
is particularly liable to pus infec- 
tions. These come from the rub- 
bing of collar bands at the hair 
line. The infection usually starts 
in a hair follicle and may be of 
little consequence at first. The skin 
and tissues in this region seem to 
be particularly adapted to the pro- 
duction of quite serious infections. 

The tissues are brawny and 
lymphatic drainage is peculiar. 
Little infections in this region may 
go on to something more serious, 
whereas in another place in the 
body they would not amount to 
anything. They may go on to large 
boils (furuncles) or, what is far 
more serious, a carbuncle, A car- 
buncle is a pus infection which 
burrows in channels along the skin 
and does not gather or point out 
in one gem as a boil or furuncle 
does. It is, therefore,. very much 
more —— to drain it. A car- 
buncle also produces considerably 
more toxemia than a furuncle and 
has a tendency to spread and to 
invade the blood. It is one of the 
most gerious of diseases which ap- 
pears to be of a minor character 
in the — — 

⸗ 

BOTH A FURUNCLE and a car- 
buncle are later stages of the sim- 
ple pimple. The pimple may pro- 
gress into either one of them. 

The most important thing to re- 
member about a pimple on the 
back of the neck is.not to rub it. 
This may be guarded very care- 
fully because the collar naturally 
rubs it and people have a perverse 
tendency to put their fingers on a 
place like that and think they can 
make it go away by gentle mas- 
sage. As a matter of fact, this 
does nothing but spread it. Then 
every movement in getting in and 
out of clothes pulls at this part of 
the body which seems to be a sort 
of fulcrum for the rest of the 
muscles. 

Treatment should, therefore, be 
to apply an impetigo salve, which 
may be carbolated vaseline or am- 
moniated mercury ointment, to the 
pimple itself, not rubbing, but sim- 
ply applying the salve lightly. Then 
cover with a piece of sterile gauze 
and put adhesive plaster along so 
that the collar will not rub the in- 
fected area. It may be necessary 
to shave some hair, but this might 
as well be done at this time as 
later. 

If the condition shows any ten- 
dency to get worse, a doctor should 

be called immediately.

N all your dealings with chil- 
| dren, go gently. Never hurry, 

don’t rush, and, above all, don’t 
surprise them. Surprise, a sudden 
pouncing upon them, shocks chil- 
dren, and makes co-ordination of 
mind and body impossible and co- 
operation and self-direction out of 
the question. 

Children dislike new experi- 
ences. They fear what is unfamil- 
jar, Remembering that, do not 
spring something new upon a child,

aware if you.can help it. Prepare 
tue way for it. 

Suppose your baby has been us- 
ing a bottle and now, according to 


‘the best baby book, it is time he 


began to use a spoon. Don’t take 
away his beloved familiar bottle 
and put a cup and a spoon before 
him. That will shock him, bewil- 
der and frighten him, so that the 
spoon and the cup become menac- 
ing objects which he will fight 
with might and main. 

Some time before you want him 
to begin using a spoon and cup 
put them where he can see them, 
use them in his presence, so that 
he has some feeling of familiarity 
for them, Let him handle the spoon 
and the cup before asking him to 
use them. You will save time and, 
what is more, you will win the 
child’s co-operation. You may not 
be on the dot with the baby book, 
but you will be on good terms with 
the baby, which is far more im- 
portant. 

If you want to introduce a new 
experience, start gently and don’t 
insist upon its immediate adoption, 
Be willing to wait. It may take 
days or weeks to get the child to 
understand and accept the experi- 
ence. That is quite all right. He 
will get there in time if you are 
quiet and patient and _ willing to 
wait,

IT IS COMFORTING to know 
that children grow steadily toward 
intelligent maturity according to 
their own rate of speed. Sometimes 
we are ahead of time in our 
teaching, and when that is true, 
he does not respond, and we have 
to wait for him. Sometimes we 
are behind him, and then he indi- 
cates that he is ready to go ahead 
and we step along with him. We 
need not worry about the child’s 
rate of progress if we are ready 
to wait on him and for him, until 
his spirit moves within him, which 
it surely will do in its good time. 

There is no need to be anxious 
because your Johnny does not read 
while Mrs, Neighbor's Johnny 
reads nicely.

So that's. what Michael Weber 
did—made a new suite of furni- 
ture out/ of the old pieces, plus 
some odds and ends of lumber, and 
an old mantel piece of oak, which 
some friends had had ripped out 
of their living room. Besides the 
solid walnut of the orginal furni- 
ture and the solid oak from the 
mantel, he used some scraps of 
bird’s-eye maple, which a friend 
bought from a factory where he 
works. However, it is not only 
the sturdiness and the combina- 
tions of wood that makes the Web- 
er’s bedroom furniture unusual. It 
ig decorated with inlaid wood— 
small pieces of wood shaped and 
earved and glued together to form 
various designs. 


Making inlaid furniture is now 
Weber’s hobby, and his chief occu- 
pation when he’s not attending to 
his regular duties as tinner and 
sheet metal worker, and the Weber 
home at 116 West Velma, in 
Lemay, is filled with the prod- 
ucts of his handiwork. Since the 
first bedroom suite, he has made 
furniture for another bedroom, and 
innumerable lamps, trays, pictures 
and other articles. The majority 
of these have scenic or other pic- 
ture designs of the inlaid wood, 
rather than the geometric designs 
in the first bedroom furniture. 


The furniture in the second bed- 
room, for example, has scenes from 
the various National Parks inlaid 
in the drawers of the chest-ward- 
robe. One drawer has a scene from 
the Painted Desert, another from 
the Garden of the Gods, another 
the Grand Canyon, still another 
Mount Ranier, and the last drawer, 
a scene from Yellowstone. The 
panel of the wardrobe door has an 
inlay representing the Firefal] in 
Yosemite Park. 


A personalized touch to the 
dresser are the initials, “G. W.” and 
“M. W.” are opposite top drawers. 
Inlays on the other dresser draw- 
ers are shaped like butterflies, with 
the center of the butterfly form- 
ing the handle. 


Weber gets inspirations for his 
designs from various sources: A 
coffee table in the front room has 
a European scene of a church, a 
castle, and a bridge. This, Weber 
told us, was copied from a pic- 
ture, and he brought out the orig- 
inal—a  avel folder put out by an 
American gasoline company with 
stations in Europe, and obtained by 
Weber during a European tour. 
The Webers are enthusiastic trav- 
elers and have taken trips over 
the United States — “everywhere 


but the Black Hills,” Weber spect- 
fied. 

On a tour'covering all the West- 
ern states, they took in all the 
national parks and scenic won- 
ders. Another trip took them to 
Miami, Palm Beach, New Orleans, 
and the rest of the South, while 
on a trip East they saw Phila- 
delphia, Washington and historic 
spots, and also took a trip into 
Canada, Naturally, many of the 
impressive things he’s seen are 
reflected in Weber’s hobby. 

One of the inspirations, how- 
ever, was closer to home—a pic- 
ture in the real estate section of 
the Sunday paper, of a new ranch- 
style home on Big Bend road.

if he had a good hand, and East’s 
decision to enter the auction was 
eminently correct. His heart suit 
was pretty weak, but his hand as 
a whole was not at all bad, and in 
any case it would not be‘good tac- 
tics to sell out so cheaply. South, 
whose previous bidding had. been 
aggressive, now had to bid three 
diamonds as a defensive, or rather 
competitive measure. West's heart 
raise, although light,..was correct. 

Now we come to the first. bidding 
error. It required no great imag- 
ination on North’s part to realize 
that South might already have 
stretched a trifle to outbid the op- 
ponents.. South had been unable 
to make any stronger rebid than 
two diamonds over North’s one 
spade, hence he could not be count- 
ed on for a really strong hand. This 
is a point well worth noting. Par- 
ticularly at duplicate bridge, a 
player may find it necessary or 
advisable to “stretch” a bit, in- 
deed, elementary strategy may de- 
mand it. It is up to the partner to 
give “leeway” for such a stretch, 
otherwise it will be a case of both 
partners overbiding, and almost in- 
variably that is fatal. South had 
heard North pass to two diamonds, 
hence South had the right to feel 
that a three diamond bid would not 
run inte interference (in the form 
of a raise) from his own partner. 

Thus North’s action in raising 
to four diamonds was entirely out 
of line and East should have turned 
the situation to his own advantage. 
He also should have read the bid- 
ding perfectly and realized that 
both North and South were 
stretching their necks. Under this 
sound interpretation, East should 
not have had the slightest hesi-
